Philadelphia, January 27. incl ith a- 
Joaded revolver in each hand,-a man 
who gave his name as “Omeg@, son 
of Jesus Christ,” ran amuck through 
the streets near the center of the 


tion as a big crowd tried to capture 
him, Before he was finally over- 
taken and beaten into insensibility 
by a motorcycle policeman, he had 
shot and killed three men and 
wounded five’ others, two of them 
seriously, _ 

The dead are Thomas Holleran, an 
employee of the Philadelphia -:apid 
Transit company, and John Knox 
and George Dingall, policemen. 

Religious Fanatic, 

According to the ‘police, the man 
is a religious fanatic, and had be- 
come obsessed with the idea that the 
spirit of his father was being tor-

‘took him. Finding that he was 
trapped,. the man wheéled ‘around 
and thrust revolvers against the 
bodies of both policemem arid pulled 
the triggers. The -one. pointed at 
Knox went off and killed him: in- 
stantly, but that directed against 
Heron missed fire and the officer 
shot the maniac in the leg and beat 
him into The 
crowd leaped upon ‘him, but he was 
finally rescued and taken to a hos- 
pital. ‘ 
A notebook founa in -the: man’s 
clothing contains a list of all the 
power houses in Philadelphia, and 
in his room were found quantities of 
religious and anarchistic literature 
printed in Italian and German. At 
his rooming house he was known as 
George Lembo, but beyond this no 
information was obtainable. It was 
said he had been there only a short 
time. He is about 30 years old.

Fatally Hurt When Large

R. N. Kelly, a farmer 36 years 
old, of Red Oak, Okla., who was fa- 
tally hurt about two weeks ago 
when a large goods bin fell on him 
at the plant of the Western Electric 
company, West End, succumbed to 
his injuries at the Grady hospital 
early Monday night. Physicians said 
that his death was due to internal 
injuries, 

Kelly, it is said, was hurt when 
he was assisting several persons in 
moving a large goods bin, which in 
some “manner slipped. from ~- their 
hands, and, it is stated, fell on Kelly, 
whose leg was broken, while he sus- 
tained numerous other injuries..

REAL PROGRESS MADE 
ON MAIN QUESTIONS 


Nineteen Small Powers 
Give Full Adhesion to 
the Organization Form- 
ed by the Five Great 
Powers. 


Paris, January 27.—The peace con- 
ference today made a distinct gain 
when. the’ nineteen small powers 
gave full adhesion to the organiza- 


powers, thus securing a united front 
of the great and small powers at 
the outset of the work on the main 
subjects before the members of the 
committee. 

This was largely due to the skill- 
ful direction of Jules Cambon, 
French delegate and former am- 
bassador at Washington, who was 
designated by the council of the 
great powers to preside over the 
meeting of the small powers, held 
this afterngca. This meeting con- 
vened at the foretgn office at 3 
o'clock, at the same time the coun. 
cil] of the great powers met, the 
two separate gatherings proceeding 
simultaneously, one in the office 
of M. Pichon, the foreign minister, 
and the other in the Salle de LaPaix. 

“For atime there was some appre- 
hension of the sequel to the differ- 
ent view point expressed at Sat- 
urday's conference, but today’s 
meeting of the small powers was 
without incident or renewal of the 
claims then set up for increased 
representation on the various com+ 
mittees. Belgium, Serbia, Rumania 
and all the other small powers had 
their full delegations at the af 
noon meeting. 

M. Cambon, in poentan the fmeet- 
ing, took occasion to allude Ao the 
great part Belgium had taken in 
the war. He then paid a tribute to 
the part played by Serbia, Rumania, 
Greece and the others. This dissi- 
pated any lingering shadows of dis- 
agreement, and the meeting proceed- 
éd with entire harmony to designate 
the membership of the small powers 
on the commission, 


' Freedom of-the Seas.” 

In the meantime the council of the 
great powers held two sessions dur- 
ing the day, resulting in the forma- 
tion of two. new commissions, to 
deal with financial subjects and the 
question of private and maritime 
laws.”

“Daredevil” Johnny Abbott, ido!

of the most picturesque drivers of 
the fire department, was shot and 
instantly killed by his beautiful 
wife last night shortly before mid- 
night when, according to his wife. 
he confessed to an affair of the 
heart with a pretty blond waitress. 
who broke down before the police 
and acknowledged the charge. 

Both women occupy cells at police 
headquarters this morning. Miss 
Mary Powers, the other woman in the 
tragic triangle, was awakened by 
the police while she was asleep in 
her apartments in the Bartow apart- 
ments at 95 Luckie street this morn- 
ing at 2 o'clock. First She denied 
she knew the victim, Dit later she 
freely admitted the relations which 
led up to the killing. 

Mrs. Abbott surrendered, having 
been waiting for the police when 
they were summoned to the Abbott 
residence at 63 Bass street, where 
the tragedy occurred.

CHILDREN

The shot was fired betore the gaze 
of their two children and the fa- 
ther of Mrs. Abbott. The husband 
was seated in an armchair in the 
sitting room of the Abbott home at 
63 Bass street. One bullet was fired. 
It. enteréd the heart. The victim 
rolled from his seat, instantly killed. 

Mrs. Abbott made a complete con- 
fession to the police. She says she 
shot on the spur of the moment, 
overcome with jealousy at her hus- 
band’s admission of another love. 
She was placed in a cell at police 
headquarters, charged with murder, 
and granted no bond. 


MYSTERIOUS

EXPERT PREDICTS 
BOOM IN REALTY 


Real Estate Dealers Have 
Rousing Banquet—May- 
or Key Attacks Georgia 
Railway and Power Co. 


With the city and community en- 
tering upon an era of construction 
andachievement pronounced to be 
unequaled in history, Atlanta real 
estate dealers and leading spirits in 
civic devélopment gathered last 
night at a rousing banquet and an- 


nual meeting of the Real Estate 
Board in the Piedmont Driving club. 
The guest of honor, Thomas In- 
gersoll, the dynamic secretary of 
the National Real Estate Board, de- 
livered a stirring address, in which 
he described the campaign just 
launched by government agencies in 
Washington to stimulate building 
throughout the country, and to aid 
in boosting industry, real estate and 
general construction. 
He reviewed the attainments of 
Atlanta in forging forward to the 
rank of one of America’s leading 
centers, and prophesied the fruits 
that the city would bear of the gov- 
ernment’s building and progress 
boom, conducted through the real 
estate men of the locality. He re- 
eounted that real estate had not in- 
creased in value in proportion to 
prices in general, and that this 
tendency would counteract the cost 
of building materials, whereupon 
was based his prediction that At-~- 
lanta would immediately experience 
an immense building wave. 

Key Attacks Power Company. 
_ Although the spirit of the meet- 
ing was one of keen optimism over 
the prospects of unbounded realty 
and industrial development that has 
begun descending upon the city, the 
program was featured by a strik- 
ing address by Mayor James L. Key, 
who delivered a slashing attack 
upon what he termed “corporation 
overlordship,” referring to the 
Georgia Railway and Power com- 
pany as an octopus which had 
sought to minimize local industry, 
and to retard civil development. 
’ His address was, for the most 
part, a spirited appeal for public 
ownership. He likewise entered a 
plea for a higher tax rate, arguing 
that on it alone depended the bet- 
terment of school conditions. Pri- 
vaté assessment was the means sug- 
gested as a solution for the street 
problem, The Georgia Railway and 
Power company Was accused of re- 


| tarding Atlanta’s industrial growth 


by influencing manufactories from 
coming to the city because of mini- 
mized power supply. 
“On one side,” said Mr. Key, .“the 
factories and manufacturers are in- 
vited here, while on the other side, 
they are told to stay away as we 
have,no power for them. Can a-city 
grow. under these conditions? No 
businéss can expand which is héld 
down to a minimum. It is time for 
our town to refuse to submit to that 
kind of corporation overlordship. 
“I am going to bat the ball, and 
go after public ownership as a 
means of solving the difficulty. The 
people of the town, and not a cor- 


| poration, will furnish power to in- 


dustries knocking at our door. 

“Our streets are badly paved, and 
in need of repair. You know the 
valué of paved streets, and how it 
increases real estate values. But 
the city, under the obsolete financ- 
ing system, cannot afford money to 
pave streets and keep them in con- 
dition. Every street project launch- 
ed in Atlanta is covertly and secret- 
ly interfered with. There are in- 
terests in the city which interfere 
deliberately with paving movements. 
Paving means autoing, which. keeps 
people from riding street cars—and 
there’s the answer. 


Urges Higher Tax Rate. 


“Let the streets be paved by as- 
sessments on the car company and 
property owners, and then the city’s 
finances will be able to keep the 
paving: in repair. 

“One of our greatest assets is our 
school system, but we cannot have a 
good school system without good 
buildings and well-paid schoo!) 
teachers. We are sorely in need 
of increased tax rates. If you want 
the town to grow and be governcd 
properly, you must increase the tax 
rate. Because of improper income, 
our city has been cramped for 
years.” 

Mr. Ingersoll’s address was devot- 
€d4 largely to a review of the -ef- 
forts of the national board of reai 
estate dealers; which has headquar- 
ters in Washington. He strongly 
urged greater o-operation with 
this body on the part of the Atlan- 
ta body, and described at length the 
fruits the local’dealers would derive. 
The achievements of the national 
buard in aiding the war department 
during the war were described by 
Mr. Ingersoll. The national board 
appraised and surveyed real estate 
and holdings for the government, 
saving enormous sums and expedit- 
ing the vast cantonment projects 
throughout the conflict. 

“The department of labor has or- 
ganized an educational division and 
a ‘branch of development and re- 
construction. It plans to survey all 
rental and real estate conditions in 
‘every town of importance in phe 
country with the view of gettin 
data on homes, industries and sites. 
Extensive questionnaires will be 
sent out to all communities inquir- 
ing into building prospects and con- 
ditions. 

“A campaign of propaganda, with 
such slogans as ‘Own a Hom for 
Your Children’s Sake”’ ‘Every Wage- 
Earner Own His Own Home!’ ‘Keen 


‘Own Your Own Home,’ etc., will be 
carried on. ‘This building boom. can 
be carried on only by the aid of the 
real estate men, and on them will 
depend whether or not America en- 
ters upon a great and prosperous 
building era.” 
Tribute to Atlanta. 

In paying a tribute to the growth 
and spirit of Atlanta, the speaker 
was not sparing in his: expressions 
of esteem. He did not_ compare At- 
lanta with Chicago. He classified 
Chicago as the Atlanta of the west.

to be taken from the present funds 
‘Yyf the school board and used for a 
small increase in the teachers’ sal- 
aries came after a long discussion, 
in which attempts were made to 
adopt a revision of the tentative 
sheet presented by the _ teachers 
which sought to divert a sum of 
about $100,000 to the salary fund, 
giving them an increase of about 15 
per cent. S. B. Turman and W. H. 
Terrell both strongly supported a 
proposed plan to give the teachers 
$60,000 for an increase, finally re- 
ducing to $50,000; but when it was 
shown that such an amount was im- 
possible, Mr. Terrell voted for the 
final sum of $25,000, Mr. Turman 
having been excused because of a 
pressing engagement. 


FAVORED 


INCREASES. 

All members of the board were 
seemingly -anxious to give the 
teachers an increase, and they 
worked to a late hour, with Acting 
Superintendent Charles S. Culver, 
who also spoke in favor of giving 
the teachers more money, but in 
going over each of the items that 
were to be cut the members of the 
board found obstacles and difficul- 
ties in the way that seemed to be 
insurmountable. 

When the question of a truck for 
the school department was men- 
tioned, an item which was cut from 
the sheet, Mayor Key announced 
that he had received a communica- 
tion from the war department 
which made the promise that the 
city would probably be able to se- 
cure several of the government 
trucks upon highly advantageous 
terms, 

The question of oils for the 
schools came up as one of the items 
the teachers had asked to be cut 
out. Mr. Orme stated that Dr. Ken- 
nedy had told him that thfs was oné 
of the most important items in the 
whole sheet, as it was essential 
since the danger of influenza was 
so great. 

Mr. Terrell stated that the teach- 
ers. believed, in view of the fact 
that the schools. had passed through 
the worst epidemic without oils, 
they would be able to get along 
now, and Mayor Key declared that 
the worst epidemic was in progress 
right now. “Yes,” agreed Mr. Trout- 
man, “we: are having more deaths 
right now from it than ever be- 

re oe 


The matter of window shades for 
the schools, which represented an 
item of $600, was recommended by 
the teachers’ tentative sheet to be 
cut out, and Mr. Key recalled that 
Miss Spahr had said at one time 
that the children’s eyes were being 
ruined as the result of not having 
shades for the schoolrooms. 

Here Mr. Key asked if anyone 
hag thought of the connection of 
the children with the schools, and 
if the pupils were not worthy o 
some consideration. 
PERCENTAGE 
OF SCHOOL FUNDS. 

Mr. Winburn read a list showing 
what percentage of the school funds 
is paid in teachers’ salaries, show- 
ing that Atlanta pays 80 per cent, 
Cincinnati 60 per cent, New Orleans 
55 per cent, Richmond 53 per cent, 
Dayton, Ohio, 51 per cent, and Mem- 
phis, Tenn., 60 per cent. 

After granting the salary raise, 
Mr. Orme declared that the board 
should politely and firmly inform 
the teachers that they had done all 
that was possible, and tell them to 
go to teaching school and forget 
about salary raises, F 

The explanation was made that 
the revised finance sheet that was 
made out to provide for the salary 
increase for the teachers did not 
touch the new school buildings, and 
that these would proceed to their 
completion as provided in the for- 
mer sheet, 

The discussions that arose over 
the pruning of the finance sheet 
were of the most interesting nature, 
bringing out many highly interest- 
ing statements from members of 
the board. 

“The trouble about the whole mat- 
ter,” said Mr. Orme, “is that this 
sheet the teachers have rnresented 
for us to adopt is based upon specu- 
lation, and I am opposed to jeopar- 
dizing the whole school system for 
the purpose of increasing the sala- 
ries of the schoo) teachers.” : 

A tentative finance sheet had been 
prepared for the consideration of the 
board, which was presented to the 


- 


finance committee Saturday after- 
noon in the star chamber session, 
and it was the provisions of this 
sheet that brought out the most in- 
teresting discussions from the board 
members. This sheet, which pruned 
without mercy many of the items 
contained in the original budget of 
the board of education, attempted to 
show the board where a sum of more 
than %100,000 could be diverted to 
the salary roll and devoted to in- 
creasing the salari¢s of the teach- 
ers. It was accompanied by a reso- 
lution asking the board to request 
council to include the building and 
repair funds in the bond issue, and 
other items placed in the original 
sheet as essentials by the board were 
wiped entirely out. 


VOTE WAS 
UNANIMOUS. 

The vote on the adoption of the 
Sheet which was revised to provide 
for the $25,000 to be used for increas- 
ite the teachers’ salaries was unani- 
mous. 

Before adjournment Paul L. Flem- 
ing and Fred E. Winburn were 
named as a committee to meet with 
a committee from the teaching body 
and agree upon the apportionment 
of the fund, and to secure from the 
teachers pledges concerning the con- 
ditions under which the money was 
granted by the board. This meeting 
will possibly take place within the 
next two or three days. 

Shortly after the board had been 
called to order at 3 o’clock Mon- 
day afternoon, Miss Fanny Spahr, 
principal of the Oakland City school, 
and a member of the committee from 
the teachers’ association, who has 
been active in the recent continued 
efforts to secure a salary raise for 
the teachers, appeared upon the 
scene and requested that she be 
allowed to have a word with the 
board in nwrivate. The reporters 
were asked to leave the room, and 
perhaps for the first time in many 
years, tht Atlanta board of educa- 
tion went into a star chamber ses- 
sion. Miss Spahr remained in the 
room with the hoard for about ten 
minutes, and although no official 
statement was given out with ref- 
erence to what her object was in 
asking for a private hearing, it was 
learned that she had spoken to 
the board regarding the question 
of consolidating certain classes, and 
thereby effecting a saving through 
the fact that fewer teachers would 
be needed. 

When Miss Spahr left the room 
the reporters were allowed to re- 
turn, and the regular open business 
of the board was resumed. 

A resolution was heard from the 
colored school teachers with ref- 
erence to an increase in salaries, 
which was referred to the finance 
committee. 

The resolution of the Atlanta 
School Teachers’ association, asking 
that the board of education request 
council to include the amount of 
$50,00C in the proposed bond issue 
that will be voted on March 5, and 
asking that the board request Mayor 
Key to call a special session of 
council on Monday, January 27, for 
the purpose of so amending the 
bond issue call, was amended by Mr. 
Winburn by substituting another 
date for January 27, which was the 
date of the board meeting. 

Quite a discussion was precipl- 
tated by theintroduction of the bond 
issue, all members taking part, and 
it was suggested that if a bond is- 
sue was asked for school purposes, 
it would be unwise to ask for less 
than $500,000. The question as to 
whether or not the board would 
wish council to take care of the 
interest and sinking fund that wo 
result from such a bond issu 
schools, was asked by Mavyor/ Key, 
who said that he would be 
call council together, but that he 

lieved it would be best to inform 
the city fathers upon the above 
point. “You can issue bonds for 
anything you want to,” said Mr. 
Key, “provided the people are will- 
ing, but I would like to know wheth- 
er you are asking council to pay 
the added charges that will come 
for interest and sinking funds, or 
if the board of education wishes to 
care for these charges?”

A SHAMEFUL RECORD. 


The skinflint, miserly financial 
policy under which Atlanta has 
been and is burrowing along and 
trying to progress under a constant 
burden of civic poverty has been 
presented by Professor R. C. Little, 
formerly a member of the Boys’ 
High school] faculty, in terms that 
should bring a blush of shame to 
the face of every loyal Atlantan— 
every Atlantan who is proud of his 
city and who would like to feel 
proud of its public institutions. 

“When I came to Atlanta thirteen 
years ago,” said Professor Little, in 
a communication which appeared in 
a recent issue of The Constitu- 
tion— 

“the enroliment in high schools for 
the year was 868. The present en- 
rollment in the four high schools is 
3,330—an increase of 283 per cent. 


During these thirteen years thecity 
of Atlanta has spent on buildings 


to provide for this, increase of al- 


most 2,500 high school students a 
total of between $35,000 and $40,000. 
This is an amount smaller than has 
been spent on high school buildings 
during the same time by any other 
city in Georgia of above 10,000 pop- 
ulation.” 

Macon expects to use $400,000 of 
its bond issue money for school 
building purposes, while the whole 
of Atlanta’s is to be expended in 
worthy enterprises other than 
schools—not a cent of it to go for 
school building purposes. And Ma- 
con only three years ago built one 
high school building at a cost, says 
Professor Little, equal to the value 
of all of Atlanta’s high school build- 
ings combined! 

And Macon is a city of not one- 
fourth as many inhabitants as At- 
lanta, and with money-yielding re- 
sources that do not begin to com- 
pare with Atlanta’s. 

Atlanta’s record as Professor Lit- 
tle presents it is a shameful one! 

It is all the more shameful be- 
cause it is inexcusable—because it 
is the record of a city that, while 
being the richest city of its size on 
this continent, is starving itself to 
death because of its miserly policy. 

What do Atlantans think about 
this situation? How do they feel 
about it? What is their attitude to- 
ward it? How does it affect their 
civic pride? 

What do the masses think about 
it? 

How do you, Mr. Laboring Man— 
you who are dependent upon the 
public schools for the education of 
your children and to give them a 
fair chance in life—how do you feel 
about being compelled every day to 
subject your boys and girls to the 
dangers that go hand-in-hand with 
inadequate ventilation, insanitary 
study and class rooms, bad light, 
damp basements, rotting wood, 
etc.; and .to the hazard of fire, 
which undeniably is present in our 
school buildings day and night? 

At any moment the Girls’ High 
school building is likely to catch 
fire, and when it does, nothing but 
Providence can save it from burn- 
ing like tinder. If that should hap- 


pen at a time when the building is 


filled with school girls~and every 
school day it is overcrowded to an 
inhumane extent—Atlanta would 
probably have a school fire catas- 


trophe surpassing in terrible conse- 


quences the Collingwood horror

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How States Used Federal 
Funds for Part-Time 
Educational Work 


Editor Constitution: The annual 
report of the federal board of voca- 
tional education, which has just 
come from the press, shows the ex- 
penditures of the federal funds in 
the several states for the year 1917- 
18. The figures given below show 
the federal apportionment to each 
of the southern states and the per 
cent of this fund which was used by 
the state board during the year, Ex- 
amination of the figures will show 
that Georgia qualified for more of 
the federal funds than any other 
southern state, having used 66.1 per 
cent of the funds of the apportion- 
ment. The Georgia vocational board 
and the school authorities of the 
state are to be congratulated upon 
the fine showing made, as the re- 
strictions protecting the fund for 
uses other than vocational education 
are many,

The Georgia board could not use 
all of the funds set aside for teach- 
er training and for part-time and 
evening work. Few of the states 
have made any provision for con- 
tinuing the education of those chil- 
dren who must leave school to en- 
gage in useful employment. A boy 
is in school or out, and the schools 
let it go at that without providing 
for part school and part work. 

Forty-two per cent of the youths 
of this country between 15 and 17 
years of age were not in school in 
1915. The funds for part-time educa- 
tion are set aside so that the youths 
over 14 years of age who have en- 
tered upon employment may have 
at least 144 hours of instruction a 
year, either in trade preparation, 


trade extension, or enlargement of 
the academic education. 


Great Britain has just passed a 
law requiring all youths over 14 
and up to 18 years of age to attend 
school at least 320 hours a year. 
It is important that the public 
schools of the state should extend 
ita responsibilities to meet the needs 
of this large body of youths who 
are forced to leave school and enter 


upon employment. The state board 
has set aside some $3,000 which is 
still available for the communities 
which wish to inaugurate during 
the next five months courses in part- 
time classes for youths who have 
entered upon employment.

DR. PORTER WRITE 
OF WAR EXPERENCES 


Pastor Tells of American 
Enterprise as Shown at 
Camp Williams. 


A letter dated January 4, telling 
of the progress of his work among 
the men overseas with the Y. M. 
C. A., has been received by Colonel 
F. J. Paxon from Rev. Henry Alford 
Porter, well-known Atlanta pastor, 
who is on leave of absence from the 
Second Baptist church, the letter 
beginning with the statement that 
the writer has just read in the pa- 
pers that 31,000 Atlantans joined 
the Red Cross during the Christmas 
drive and is ready to “raise a shout 
that will echo across the Atlantic.” 

Dr. Porter was at Recey-sur- 
Ource at the time of writing the 
letter, and he describes vividly his 
experiences during the past week at 
Camp Williams, about a mile and a 
half from the village of Is-sur-Tille, 
which week he spent in company 
with a superintendent of schools 
from Iowa, in a room just large 
enough to hold two cots and cold 
enough to freeze a seal. : 

“Camp Williams is not a thing of 
beauty,” Dr. Porter writes, “but it 
is a monument to American genius. 
It is full of great shops and of 
more than a hundred miles of rail- 
way lines. This largest quarter- 
master depot in the world was built 
by the American army in_ six 
months, though the French declared 
that to accomplish the work in two 
years would be an exploit. For one 
thing, Camp Williams has a bakery 
that has a capacity of a million 
loaves a day—the largest bakery in 
the world. 

“T was billeted with a Y, M. C. A.

tendent of an Iowa town. I built a

Report From Paris 
A Bare-Face Libel. 

The Paris report that much of the | 
crime wave that is now sweeping 
through the Paris district has been 
due to the presence of large num- 
bers of American soldier deserters, 
is a libel too serious to go unnoticed. 


It is causing no little resentment in 
capital circles, and rightly so. Of 


are responsible French authorities. 
The report seems to have originated 
with one of the Paris ultra-French 
newspapers that is piqued, perhaps, 
because of the great overshadowing 
power of America in the settlement 
of the world problems that are con- 
fronting the nations at peace. 

I personally saw thousands of 
American soldiers in Paris in Octo- 
ber—officers and enlisted men who 
had been actively engaged on the 
front, and had been permitted to 
visit the great metropolis on rest 
leave. I never saw a better behaved 
set of men, of young and old, in my 
In the hotels, cafes, clubs, on 
the boulevards, in the plazas, in the 
surface and subway cars, in the lit- 
tle Paris shops or in the great de- 
partment stores, they were always 
the same, gentlemanly, soldierly, | 
quiet, unassuming, and particularly 
I did not see a single 
drunken American soldier in France, 
not alone in Paris, but in Brest, 
Bar-le-duc, Nancy, Verdun, or any- 
where else I visited. I talked, dur- 
ing the month that I was in and out 
of Paris every three or four days, to 
perhaps a hundred different Ameri- 

gg age oe on duty in 
and I frequently asked 
about “deserters,” 

“There are no deserters among the 
in France,” they very 
promptly told me. Of course there 
were all told a few men, even of- 
ficers, who were in Paris at times 
without leave. Sometimes they 
would get by with it, and get back 
into their camps without detection, 
but in most cases they would be 
rounded up by the M. P.’s and sent 
back. These were not cases of “de- 
sertion” in any sense of the word. 
On the contrary, men with the best 
of military records would feel con- 
strained to slip into Paris sometimes, 
if they could, and not await the 
formalities and delays of getting 
passes, and would take the chances. 
But when in Paris their deportment 
would be as goud as any soldier on 
leave. 

Iam told that the same rigid 
travel and leave orders are in force 
now as prior to the armistice.’ In 
that event it is necessary to “check 
in” upon arrival at Paris, and 
“check out” when leaving. It is not 
possible for any considerable num- 
ber of “deserters,” even should there 
be such a thing, to get into the 
Paris zone Without being promptly 
rounded up. 

Unless conditions since the armi- 
stice have materially changed from 
those existing in October, the inti-

PTOMAIN POISONING. 


Putrefaction, decomposition or 
“rotting” of meat, fish or vegetable 
proteins (nitrogenous substances) 
is produced by bacterial action. 
Among the products of this bac- 
terial action are ammonia, sulphur- 
etted hydrogen (which gives over- 
due eggs their noisome odor), car- 
bon , dioxide (carbonic acid gas), 
hydrogen gas, and ptomains. Pto- 
mains are nitrogenous compounds 
resembling vegetable alkaloids such 
as strychnine and morphine in ef- 
fect. Not all ptomains are poison- 
ous; many are without any appre- 
ciable effect on man. 


Most cases of alleged ptomain 
poisoning are in reality infections 
with certain bacteria which may be 
present in meat or fish not kept 
properly refrigerated or in meat 
minced or chopped, as in Hamburg 
steak and in sausage, since such 
meat is liable to additional infection 
from much handling, and the bac- 
teria pervade the minced particles 
more readily than they do larger 
pieces. 


One type of bacteria known to 
cause nausea, diarrhoea, vomiting, 
abdominal cramps, extreme thirst 
and fever some twenty-four hours, 
more or less, after eating the meat, 
is the bacillus botulinus, most com- 
monly in sausage. 


A thick piece of sausage may be 
heated up to 158 degrees Fahrenheit 
in cooking, yet the temperature in 
the center of the sausage will not 
rise above body heat—which, of 
course, would be insufficient to de- 
stroy any bacteria in the meat, The 
moral is, don’t cook your sausage 
in large balls.

shop, especially when such meat is 
not kept constantly refreigerated.

Meat poisoning (ptomain poison- 
ing) can be deduced only when all 
or nearly all eating of the suspected 
meat, fish or sausage are taken ill 
from a few hours to a week after- 
wards. Those who vomit soon after 
eating the infected food generally 
escape with the slightest illness. 

Sausage should be cooked in 
small pieces and very thoroughly 
cooked. Hamburg steak should be 
zround only immediately before it 
is to be cooked. Canned meats, fish 
or proteid vegetables should be con- 
sumed shortly after the can is open- 
ed and not kept long, either in the 
can or in another receptacle, unless 
in a refrigerator.

Colonel Walter M. Whitman, 
commanding the 325th infantry, 
has been awarded the Distin- 
guished Service Cross for “ex- 
traordinary courage and hero- 
ism October 11, near St. Juvain, 
France.” 

Colonel Whitman has been in 
command of the 325th infantry 
since the organization of that 
regiment at Camp Gordon, Sep- 
tember, 1917. 

On the morning of October 11,

“One clean-up day, one clean-up week, one clean-up month is not 
going to do the work. A housekeeper does not depend upon one day 


or one week to clean her house for the year.

bers and real committees which attend to their business, but I find 
that too often women’s organizations depend too’ much on occasional 


| meetings, good resolutions, and publicity to do the work that has t 


be done regularly and continually by faithful members.” 
Every word this woman says is true, and Atlanta housekeepers 
have it before them now to do something about enforcing better sani- 


tanitary conditions. 


One good housekeeper reported to The Constitu- 


tion this week that in many sections of the city the refuse cans are 
only emptied once a week, and im the days between the visits of the 
sanitary department the cans that are filled are blown by the wind and 
the contents scattered on the streets, thus helping the breeding of 


flies, ants and similar insects. 


“If cohditions in this connection are bad this time of the year, 
what do you think it is in the summer, for many times in the summer 
weeks passed when my neighborhood was forgotten by the sanitary 
department,” is the complaint of another housekeeper.

Praising the heroism of the Brit- 
ish army when it protected Calais 
against the oncoming Germans with 
the realization that if the city were 
stormed all the extra British artil- 
lery would be taken, and again when 
a Leicestershire regiment filled a 
gap in the allied line to Paris and 


died almost to a man, Lieutenant 
William G. Hynds, of 28 East Boule- 
vard, Kirkwood,, who is spending a 
ten- day furloug with his parents, 
yesterday told of his interesting ex- 
periences in service overseas. 

Lieutenant Hynds is a graduate 
of the first officers’ training camp 
at Fort McPherson, being now in the 
ordnance department. He will re- 
turn to Washington to aid in trans- 
porting the great store of American 
goods overseas back to this country. 

soon after arriving overseas, Lieu- 
tenant Hynds was assigned to the 
office of the ordnance chief of gen- 
eral headquarters, Toul. He was 
sent at once to the British front to 
study ordnance supply methods, and 
his study there for two months re- 
suited in his formation of a system 
of American supply that was adopt- 
ed with only a slight alteration. 

Lieutenant tfynds and Captain N. 
H. Strickland, of Duluth, Ga., were 
in charge of the building of the 
Zreat supply depot at Is-sur-Tille, 
the largest establishment of its kind 
in the world, with 285 miles of rail- 
road tracks and covering ten square 
miles. 

He has as a souvenir an iron cross 
of the first order taken from the 
body of a dead German officer of thé 
Fourth Prussian guards, on whoin 
it was conferred by the kaiser, and 
also a letter of commendation from 
Brigadier General J. H. Rice, chief 
of ordnance overseas. 

Lieutenan. .1ynds also pays a dis- 
tinct tribute to the work of the 
Rainbow division, stating that it 
was the Rainbow boys that gave the 
Prussian guards the licking of their 
lives when a certain French town 
changed hands in a single day, the 
final victory taking the heart out of 
the general staff at Spa. 


2.699 MEN DEPART 
RUM CAMP LAST WEEK 


The weekly report of the person- 
nel section of headquarters, Camp 
Gordon, submitted and made public 
yesterday, shows that during the 
past week a total of 2,695 men have 
been started on their way home 
from the camp, while 536 have been 
received and are awaiting discharge 
in the early future. 

Ninety-seven officers and 1,799 en- 
listed men were granted direct dis- 
charges from the army and sent to 
their homes. Of this number a large 
majority come from the section em- 
braced in the zone of 350-mile radius 
about Camp Gordon, 

Fight officers and 791 enlisted 
men were received during the past 
week from other camps about the 
country and from overseas. The 
most of these are from other Ameri- 
can camps, coming here mostly in 
small contingents, 

Five hundred and twenty-nine 
men were sent from Gordon to other 
demobilization centers about the 
country to receive their discharges 
in the near future there.

Tells ef Expericnces, 


When opportunity was given for 
general discussion Dr. J. E. Paullin, 
who has recently returned to civilian 
life after having been stationed at 
Camp Shelby, Miss., told of his ex- 
perience with influenza there, and 
gave it as his o see ses that the only 
way to block the path of the dis- 
awed is to prohibit public gather- 
ngs 

Dr. Arch Elkin, who was also un- 
til recently an officer in the army, 
expressed the same .view, and he 
later filed resolutions calling upon 
the society to recommend to the 
authorities that Atlanta be placed 
upon a quarantine as far as public 
meetings are concerned. 

Dr. R. R. Daly, who was at the 
Chickamauga camp, told of the 
heavy wave of influenza in Chatta- 
nooga after the peace celebrations 
of November 11, and in Augusta aft- 
er the parade of soldiers there. 

As a result of many experiments 
which he made with pneumonia cases 
before the outbreak of the present 
influenza epidemic, Dr. 8S B. 
Graham said he thought that great 
crowds exchange the bacillus of in- 
fluenza which may be harmless at 
first until it strikes one whose re- 
sistance is weak, and that one is 
stricken. 

In the absence of Dr. J. P. Ken-

New York, January 27.—(Special.)— 
Cables this morning were better than due 
and our market opened higher, but sold off 
sharply on fresh southern liquidation.

Chicago, January 27.—Uncertainty 
as to what action would be takes 
tomorrow regardi a government 
standard for hog values during Feb- 
ruary had much to do with violent 
fluctuations witnessed today in the 
corn market.

sion asked the bureau to send a man 
here to investigate the situation | 
from every angle and to make a re- 
‘port. The ex came to Atlanta 


‘and spent about two weeks making 


tests in homes, in the company’s and | 
the city’s gas testing apparatus, and 
in. the - manufacturing plant of the 
gas company. | 

The report states that there was 
no cause for complaint, as gas bills 
igs slightly higher partly hecause 
a 
formerly, and partly because gas is 
sold now at.a higher price than ir 
previous years. The report stated 
further in part: 

“There’' have been some cases, 


however, where individual custom- 


ers have had large bills, but there 
have been an almost corresponding 
number of cases where bills have 
been unusually small, The most im- 
portant cause for the discrepancy 
etween the company and the city 
is apparently the incempléte cutfir 
used by the city «ngineer and the 
poor location of his apparatus. 

“It is recommended that « new 
test station be establisked, so these 
difficulties can be eliminated. It is 
sug@ested that the station he mad? 
available to the city,.to the comnany 
and to the railroad commission. It 
is also recommended that each par- 
tv have the privilege of witnessing 
the test made by the others, so 
there wil]. be no causes for differ- 
erces. ‘ 
' “The bureau does not want to 
criticise the heatin& value standard 
fixed by the railroad. administra- 
tion, as it is about the average re- 
auirement fixed for similar condi- 
tions throughout the country. The 
methods-‘of meter reading by the gas 
company were examined, but noth- 
ine was found to criticise, 

“Numerous complaints of ‘poor’ 
gas have been found to be the result 
of insufficient or variable gas pres- 
sure, and has not cccasioned the 
heating quality of the gap itself, 
A large amount of trouble in the 
distribution system has been found 
by the gas company due to the pres- 
ence of naphthalene and rust stop- 
page. These problems have already 
been attacked by the gas company. 
and their efforts give promise of 
permanent success. -The company 
has already made extensive gas 
pressure surveys. Immediate relief 
must be given in order to insure 
zood condition in the Virginia ave- 
nue section, but other districts can 
be arranged for until naphthalene 
troubles have been eliminated. 

“The adjustment of many gas ap- 
Pliances was found to be unsatis- 
factory, and this difficulty Is gzreat- 
ly aggravated by the still larger 
number of cases where appliances 
were not regularly cleaned. It is 
recommended that the railroad com- 
mission or the city authorities start 
a campaign in which the method of 
cleaning and adjusting appliances 
be explained.”’
